The Civil Defence Committee 
for Coleman has organized a 
civil defence school for those 
enrolled as civil defence workers. 
The first classes were held in 
Coleman high school on Wed¬ 
nesday, January 9. Classes will 
be held every Wednesday at 7.30 
p.m. for the next twelve weeks. 

Objectives of the school are 
(1) to outline the general Civil 
Defence organization; (2) to 
outline the duties and respons¬ 
ibilities of the various sections 
or the plan; (3) to provide basic 
training for the directors and 
organizers so that they can pass 
this on to the recruits in their 
own sections later; (4) to pro¬ 
vide general information regard¬ 
ing the nature of and protection 
against the various forms of at¬ 
tack to which we might be sub¬ 
jected in event of another world 
war. This information will cover 
such subjects as the nature of 
and methods of protection 
against high explosive bombs, 
atomic bombs, chemical warfare, 
etc. 

The school staff of instructors 
and lecturers is made up of Mr. 
H. Allen, Mr. S. Ondrus; Mr. S. 
Short, Mr. Sloman, Mr. h. DMh 
ards, Mr. N. E. Aboussafy, and 
Mr. J. A. McDonald. The local 
fire department under the direc¬ 
tion of Fire Chief A. Montal- 
betti have undertaken to assist 
in practical demonstrations of 
firefighting by the self-help fire 
drill team. Such teams will even¬ 
tually be formed under the war¬ 
den’s section and will receive 
training under the direction of 
our firemen. Mr. E. Mascherin 
will assist irT'prepating charts 
and display material j for the 
school. Mr. P. Dickieson and Mr. 

R. Nadeau will gathen. and pass 
on information regarding the 
school and civil defence m^-gen- 
eral. 

The subjects covered during 
the first meeting of the school 
were (1) civil defence organiza¬ 
tions in Canada; (2) the objec¬ 
tives of civil defence—to mini¬ 
mize casualties to personel; (3) 
to minimize disruption of ser¬ 
vices and property tiamage. The 
general organization in Canada 
set up to meet these objectives 
was outlined from Dominion 
government level through pro¬ 
vincial to municipal level. The 
stress was given to the local 
organization and its relation to 
the zone and provincial plan.

A vestibule to keep out 
the cold when entering was add¬ 
ed to the entrance.
